A $75,000 waterworks project that 
will serve 75 North Middletown 
homes will be completed late in Feb¬ 
ruary, 1940, it has been announced 
by city and WPA officials in charge 
of the work.—The Sentinel-Democrat

their moving tour. This time they 
are taking a short rest in a beauti¬ 
ful new cabin on Glen Avenue. They 
are gradually getting acquainted with 
the best people in each community 
of South, West, North and East West 
Liberty. We must admit, however, 
that they have sad farewells and 
happy welcomes. 


Except upon the sea and in the 
air the constant report from the 
European censors has been that all 
had been quiet upon the western 
front during the past week. The Ger¬ 
man offensive upon a grand scale 
that was expected to commence last 
week did not materialize. Apparent¬ 
ly, in expectation of such a push, the 
German and French war offices re¬ 
ported the withdrawal by the French 
army from practically all the terrain 
occupied earlier across the German 
border in the Saar region. This 
seems to have been accomplished 
without any material loss in men or 
equipment. Two other causes may 
have been at work also to bring about 
this retirement. One, the approach 
of winter weather and the desirabil¬ 
ity of the fortifications of the Mag- 
inot line as against exposed front line 
trenches, particularly if there was 
to be no more fighting in prospect 
than there has been so far, and two, 
the rise of the Rhine and its branches 
in flood as the result of heavy rains 
along the whole front. Whatever the 
cause, the French during the week 
past retired from the ground they 
had gained in the earlier weeks of 
fighting. 

Reports have been confusing and 
conflicting with respect to the fight¬ 
ing upon the North Sea and air raids 
that have occurred almost daily upon 
th enortheastern port towns and nav¬ 
al bases on the English coast. In 
attacks on shipping and upon naval 
bases convoying them somewhere in 
the North Sea, claims have been 
made by the Germans that have 
been completely denied b ythe Eng¬ 
lish. It is now impossible to say def¬ 
initely where or what happened. As 
well as airplanes, submarines have 
been again more active and British 
and French and neutral vessels have 
been sunk in about the same num¬ 
bers as in previous weeks. The Brit¬ 
ish Admiralty claimed, without, how¬ 
ever, giving any details, that it had 
accounted for about one quarter of I 


the submarines Germany had in com¬ 
mission at the beginning of the war. 
This again the Germans denied. 

In the field of diplomacy interest 
centered in the negotiations going on 
between Russia and Finland, and 
England and France and Russia with 
Turkey. In the case of the latter a 
treaty between Turkey and England 
and France was announced as hav¬ 
ing been signed. Of only one thing 
was there anything definite disclosed, 
that is that Turkey was in no way 
bound to go to war with Russia if 
England and France should go to 
war with Russia. Apparently on the 
other hand Turkey might be expected 
to act if Italy should go to war against 
England or France. Germany an¬ 
nounced that Turkey, as a result of 
this treaty, might find herself anoth¬ 
er Poland. England and France con¬ 
sidered that they had gained thereby 
a diplomatic advantage. 

The rulers of Finland, Norway, 
Swede nand Denmark were in con¬ 
ference during the week to discuss 
the problem presented by Russian 
demands upon Finland. Though 
vaguely worded, the Russian reply 
to President Roosevelt on Tuesday, 
to his note sent the previous week, 
seemed to give reassurance to the 
continued independence of Finland. 
However, the Stockholm conference 
apparently had been called to con¬ 
sider what joint moves the four 
Scandinavian countries might take 
if Russian demands should become 
more pressing. 

The prospect at the present writ¬ 
ing, Sunday, October 22, is that a 
stalemate on the western front for 
the duration of the winter is to be 
expected, largely because of wet, cold 
and foggy weather, which would lim¬ 
it the use of planes and mechanized 
equipment because of flooded streams 
and mud. On the other hand, the 
prospect is for more submarine ac¬ 
tivity against merchantmen and naval 
vessels, and air attacks on the Eng¬ 
lish coast and naval bases.
